^ the  t«le*co|)e  to  the  Wind  eye  the  city 
manager  plan  hu  proved  an  established 
iurce»t  on  this  continent,  In  use  In  hun- 
dreds of  municipal  centres  large  and  small. 
It  free*  the  City  Council  for  lU  own  work; 
which  is  the  making  of  major  policy,  the 
passage  of  by  laws  and  the  levying  of  rates. 
Not  one  jwwer  essential  to  the  full  au- 
thority of  the  council  la  delegated  to  the 
city  manager,  while  from  Its  shoulders  Is 
lifted  the  never-ending  task  of  executive  ad- 
ministration In  the  carrying  out  of  policies 
laid  down  by  the  council. 

In  private  business  the  existence  of  a 
general  manager  has  never  yet  been  Inter- 
preted as  a threat  to  the  president,  directors 
and  other  officials  of  the  firm.  No  business 
of  any  size,  Indeed,  could  function  without 
1 general  manager.  The  bigger  the  busi- 
nes.s  the  more  such  an  officer  has'to  do,  and 
the  more  gets  paid  for  It;  but  It  could 
not  seriously  be  argued  that  he  doeant 
earn  his  salary.  We  are  aware  that  public 
business  will  always  be  different  from  prt- 


•enUtives  of  the  people  wUl  always 
needed  to  formulate  policy  and  decide  the 
main  Issues  for  any  civic  corporation.  On 
the  other  hand.  Victoria  City,  with  an 
annual  turnover  of  $8,000,000,  la  a some- 
what extensive  corporation  now,  and  the 
absence  of  any  senior  official  In  full  ad- 
ministrative charge  has  been  felt  decidedly 
In  the  last  ten  years. 

The  city  manager  plan  requires  a city 
council  and  a city  manager,  both  to  do  their 
own  jobs.  The  council  keeps,  by  statute, 
within  Its  own  authority  all  of  lU  rights 
under  special  and  other  charter.  The  man- 
ager Is  given  the  Job  of  seeing  that  the 
council’s  will  Is  carried  out.  If  the  ap- 
pointment it  made  under  the  MunlcljMd 
Manager  Act  It  Is  permanent  and  stabilised. 
If  a dlrecter  of  administration  Is  named 
merely  under  the  Municipal  Act  that  can 
be  revoked  bv  the  whim  of  the  first  council 
that  does  not  like  It  The  city  manager 
plan  should  be  given  a fair  trial  on  its  own 
merits.  It  has  many. 


A Vilal  Imliistry  CnnmU  Be  Left  Drift 

There  is  a parlous  Implication  In  the  operation 
thesis  that  Canadian  shipbuilding  and  marine  Is  t 


ship  operation  should  be  limited  to  a 
nucleus  capable  of  rapid  expansion  In  an 
emergency.  It  Is  as  though  marine  in- 
terests throughout  the  Dominion,  in  so  far 
as  cargo-carrying  vessels  are  concerned, 
should  sit  back  awaiting  another  war  while 
letting  other  nationals  take  care  of  this 
country’s  export  shipping.  No  nation,  with 
long  coastlines  ever  mads  progress  that 
way. 

It  was  the  Maritime  Commission  that  a 
week  ago  advanced  this  theory,  which 
seems  likely  to  be  heeded  to  some  extent  In 
Federal  legislation  reported  to  be  In  prepa- 
ration. The  commission  was  faced  with 
hard  economic  facts,  however,  that  prob- 
ably drove  home  the  security  limit  below 
which  shipping  must  not  be  allowed 
to  fall,  It  costs  28  per  cent  more  to  build 
.ihlps  in  Canada  than  In  Great  Britain,  and 


operation  of  the  Canadian  merchant 
marine  Is  the  second  highest  In  the  world 
Thus  exporters  can  no  longer  afford  to  uae 
many  Canadian  ships  and  shipowners  art 
given  less  reason  to  build  them. 

That  U the  hard  reality  that  accounts  for 
the  present  doldrums  In  the  Canadian  mer- 
chant marine,  and  for  the  Federal  subsidy 
advocated  by  the  commission.

Obviously  a national  subsidy  big 
enough  to  keep  the  Canadian  merchant 
flag  flying  In  even  competition  with  foreign 
carriers  seems  out  of  the  question,  yet  this 
country's  trade  cannot  be  left  too  greatly 
to  the  facilities  of  other  maritime  coun- 
tries. National  pride  as  well  as  Internal 
economy  depends  on  Federal  backing  of 
shipping  and  shipbuilding  to  the  maximum 
point  possible.  The  Canadian  merchant 
marine  Is  an  eesentlal  Industry.

In  his  explanation  to  Commons  of  the 
apportionment  of  costs  proposed  by  the 
Dominion  Government  In  the  Trans- 
Canada  Highway  enabling  bill.  He  was 
trying  to  show  that  In  some  cases  the  Do 
minion’s  share  would  be  much  larger  than 
the  50-60  division  the  bill  contemplates. 

In  support  of  this  the  minister  expounded 
the  hypothetical  case  of  a province  wherl 
$20,000,000  was  needed  to  complete  the 
road  and  where  the  province  already  had 
spent  $8,000,000  on  portions  that  would 
form  part  of  It.  The  Federal  contribution, 
he  said,  would  be  $10,000,000  towards  new 
rofistructlon,  plus  half  the  cost  previously 
Incurred,  or  $4,000,000.  If  the  province 
applied  that  $4,000,000  to  the  completion 
of  the  hlghwsiy  the  total  Federal  aid  would 
then  be  $14,000,000.  or  70  per  cent. 


Suppose  instead  that  the  same  province 
had  done  $14,000,000  worth  of  work  rather 
than  $8,000,000.  The  Dominion  would  pay 
half  the  cost  of  completion,  or  $7,000,000, 
and  give  the  province  $7,000,000  for  past 
work.  If  the  province  used  that  $7,000,000 
as  Its  share  of  the  cost  of  work  remaining 
to  be  done  the  Dominion,  using  fJtr.  Win- 
ter’s formula,  would  then  be  putting  up  100 
per  cent— which,  as  Euclid  would  have 
concluded.  Is  absurd. 

What  Mr.  Winters  meant,  of  course,  was 
that  the  Dominion  would  be  finding  70  per 
cent  of  the  money  for  work  remaining;  but 
part  of  that  would  be  merely  a repayment 
to  the  province.  Fifty  per  cent  Is  still  60 
per  cent  whether  for  work  done  or  to  be 
done,  and  the  minister  should  not  try  to 
show  the  terms  in  a more  favorable  light 
by  playing  with  figures.
